Board of Trade. 


As stated last week, we »"i!l give here 


the proceedings of the Board of (slide- 
out) Trade or the actions of the "little" 
managers thereof. It grieves us very 
much to make a statement of affairs as 
they now ei.isi. Xo oue man or number 
of men has made more of an effort for 
the betterment and improvement of the 
town than we have done through the 
columns of the ITKM during the tweir.y 
years of its existance, aud is yet and al- 
ways will be, so long as the paper re- 
mains under our charge, ever ready to 
speak for the town's interest as well 
u^ for its worthy citizens. But in this 
ease we, as will be seen from the follow- 
ing statement, are forced to call a halt and 
drfend our business and the town's iu- 
u-rest against an. unprincipled manage- 
ment. 


As published a few iveeks ago, a board 


of trade was organized, which the editor 
knew nothing of until after seeing a no- 
tice of the business transacted, iu one of 
our exchanges. The object, (as was after- 
ward handed us by the secretary of the 
organization and published in the ITKM), 
was for the building up of the town and 
its interests by offering inducements to 
manufacturers, to encourage those al- 
ready in business or manufacturing, etc. 
What transpired at the subsequent meet- 
ings of the organization we were unable 
to Jearn, with the exception of the re- 
port that follows:— 


It was decided that in order to adver- 


tise the town and its different attrac- 
tions, etc., a committee visit the differ, 
ent business places in the tov.-ii and vi- 
cinity and solicit orders for envelopes 
and letter heads, &c. The ad. as above j 
stated to be placed thereon as well as 
the card of the users thereof. In this 
thej- were quite successful, and the idea 
ivas a good one. 


After the canvas was finished it was 


decided that the order for this printing 
be awarded to the lowest bidder. 
The 


editor of this paper was asked by the 
secretary of the organization to hand in 
a bid, which we declined to do for two 
reasons. We made inquiry of the secre- 
tary, who was going to be given an op- 
portunity to bid for the work, and his 
reply was: ''A cheap house in Chicago, 
one in Indiana, two or three in Balti- 
more and several other places " Our 
reply was simply that we knew full well 
that we nor any other small concern can 
compete with the large monopolies and 
trusts, and did exclaim that we thought

"that if we wanted the work we would 
have to be very low. That we should 
employ no extra or outside man, but 
work all night ourselves and not count 
time anything, but simply the profit."—

Oar second reason for declining to 


hand in a bid was on account of a' re- 
mark made by one of the managers while 
cam-using for ihe work. While in con- 
versation, the business man from whom 
he was soliciting an order, asked the 
member of the managers who was to do 
the printing, if it was to be done at the 
ITEM, and his reply was, ''if the board 
of trade would do what was right the 
ITEM should not have an opportunity to 
bid oa the work." The business man 
inquired his reason for this, and the rea- 
son given was ''that a member of the ed- 
itor's family purchased a set of teeth in 
Hanover several years ago." ^.This gave 
us reason to think that all was not well 
and dropped the matter entirely. 


The bids were received, only a few 


neighboring offices being given an op- 
pertuuity to bid—after they were rid of 
the home office. The bids were opened, 
one part}" being low on ebvelopes and 
another party was low on paper, thouirh 
the work was to be given honestly to the 
lowest bidder or bidueis, the one party 
was allowed, however, to nx his prices 
so as to secure the entire job. 


After the contract was awarded, the 


secretary of this organization visits our 
office and informs us that they pay a 
a higher price for this work than what 
they"could have gotten it at the ITEM 
office for at our regular every-day prices, 
and that he belived tneorder would have 
been given as, only that a "little" mem- 
ber objected for the reason that some 
member of the editor's family had gone 
away from town for a set of teeth. ~ 


It is plainly shown above that after 


we refused to bid for the reasons given, 
the bids to the large concerns wertTwith- 
drawn

of personal antagonism. 


That the order was not placed nn a 
straight bid. and 


That the price paid i? admitted bv the 


secretary to be higher than what it could 
have been done at home for. 


We are by no means opposed to the 


board of trade, for many who belong to ) 
it are of our best citizens, and Xew Oi- j 
ford has just as good citizens as any j 
other town, bnt we are opposed to such 
actions as these "little slide-outs" are 
guilty of. and would take the same stand 
for any individual or nrrn to defend their 
business as we do for our own, <vhen 
the facts are known to us as in ih^, above 
case.

She was highly bred and cuhured. 
Suspected of complicity in a criaie of 
•which she had been a mute witue.-s, 
in despair at her irreparable coward- 
ice, tormented by a perpetual night- 
mare ^hat showed hc-r her husband 
pointing her out v.-ith his rotting lin- 
ger to the magistrates, she became; 
the helpless prey of her overwrought 
nerves. 
A trilling circumstance de- 


termined her fate. 
Her little nephew 


•was living with her. One morning, as 
usual, he was learning his lesson in 
the dining i»om; she was sitting near 
by. The child began to translate, 
word for word, some verses from 
Sophocles. 
He said over the Greek 


and French terms as he wrote them 
out: 
''Kara teion, the divine head; 


Iokaste.s,of Yocasta; letueked, is dead 
. . . . layosa konnen, tearing her 
hair; kalei, she calls; Laion nekron. 
dead Lais. . . . Eisedomen, we 
saw; ten gnnaika kremasten. 
the 


woman hanged." He wound up with 
a flourish of his pen, stuck out his 
tongue violet with ink nnd sang: 
"Hanged! hanged! 
lu«i>getl!" The 


wretched woman, her will-power ut- 
terly destroyed, obeyed the sugges- 
tion of the thrice-heard word. 
She 


rose without a word, without a glance, 
and hastened to her room. A few 
hours later the commissary of police, 
called in to investigate her violent 
end, made this reflection: 
"I have 


seen many a "woman who has com- 
mitted suicide. This is the first one 
Pve known to hang herself." 


This case recalled a similar one to 


my mind, that of my unfortunate com- 
rade aud friend, Alexandre Mansel. 
In the foregoing story the heroine 
•was killed by a verse of Sophocles; 
my friend's life was brought to an end 
by a sentence of Lamprides. 


Mansel, who was a schoolmate of 


mine at the Lycee of Avrauches, was 
different from all other boys. 
He 


seemed both older and younger than he 
really was. 
Small and slight, at fifteen 


he was afraid of all the bugaboos that 
terrify children of five. He had a hor- 
ror of the dark.

him: he would have become our butt 
if he had not impressed us by a cer- 
tain fierce pride and his record S.K a 
clever scholar. Though he worked 
spasmodically, he often stood at the 
head of his class.

We crossed 
the drawbridge and sat down side by 
Side on one of the old cannon, rtiste-1 
by five centuries of rain and spray. 
Looking with his dim eyes from the 
old stones to the sky. swinging his 
bare feet, Alexaudre abruptly spoke 
io me: 


(sri should like to have been a knight 


in the old wars. 
I would have taken 


a, hundred cannon.

fought single-handed on the rampart, 
and the Archangel St. Michael wonid 
have stood over my head like a white 
cloud." 


From that day en I understood 


far better than before my schoolmate's 
character. I discovered that it wa<-' 
founded on an immense pride that I 
had not suspected.

York Court to Decide a Bare Ca»e. 
One of those rare casts that ever be- 


comes necessary to determine by larr is 
to be brought before the April session of 
the York county court. The exceptional 
question at issue is that of whether a son 
tan be compelled to support his father. 
The people ia ihc dispute are Atlam Gebb, 
of Hopeweil towsbip, York county, who 
has ins:i! ute'.l proceedings against his son 
for maintenance under act No. 183, of the 
Legislative s-CAsicn of 1895. 


Section 1 of this act says in substance: 


If any child of full age, being within the 
limits of this Commonwealth, has neg- 
lected or hereafter without reasonable 
cause shall neglect to maintain hU or her 
parents not ablt to work of >usi5cieDt 
ability to maintain themselves, x =hail be 
lawful for any magistrate of thi? Com- 
monwealth, upon information made be- 
fore him by said parent or paiects or by 
anv other person, to issue his warrant to 
any constable for the arrest of the person 
against whom the information shall be 
made, and bind him or her over, with 
sufficient security, to appear at the next 
court to answer the charge of not sap- 
porting his or her parent. It is further 
provided ia the act of Assembly that if 
the person against whom complaint is 
made is of sufficient ability to coairibute 
to this support the court shall direct that 
ie pay a reasonable sum for thi^ mainte- 
nance, not exceeding $50 per month, -and 
to commit derelict son or daughter to 
prison until he or she complies with the 
court's order, or gives security for such 
compliance . 


This is the rirst instance in which the 


provisions of the act have been utilized 
in York county, and alderman and at- 
torneys throughout the State will be in- 
terested in the outcome.
